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Report  of  Board  of  Education. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Milford. 

The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing Report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Milford,  for  the 
year  ending  March  1st,  1885. 

The  people  of  Milford  have  always  taken  a  deep  inter- 
est in  the  subject  of  education  and  if  faults  exist  in  our 
School  system  they  arise  rather  from  necessity,  than  from 
any  lack  of  interest  which  the  people  themselves  feel. 

The  Board  considers  this  an  age  of  progress— progress 
in  science,  art,  manufactures  and  especially  so  in  everything 
pertaining  to  education.  Old  methods  are  to  a  great  extent 
being  abandoned  as  outgrown  or  worthless,  and  new  ones 
taken  up,  many  of  them  to  be  soon  abandoned  in  their  turn. 

Your  committee  believe  fully  in  the  spirit  of  progress 
and  in  new  methods,  yet  while  encouraging  a  spirit  of  inves- 
tigation on  the  part  of  all  connected  with  our  public  Schools, 
we  would  recommend  a  careful  consideration  of  all  new 
methods  before  adopting  them. 

There  is  a  method  of  instruction  in  which  we  do  not 
V^elieve— that  of  attempting  to  fill  the  memory  with  a  certain 
amount  of  knowledge  each  day,  just  as  one  would  pour  grain 
into  an  empty  bag.  The  faculties  of  reason  are  ignored 
by  this  method.  The  mind  should  digest  knowledge  as 
the  stomach  food,  and  the  teacher  should  have  time  and  take 
pains  to  find  out  whether  the  mind  of  the  pupil  be  active,  or 
dormant,  and  whether  any  faculty  is  being  exercised  in  con- 
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junction  «-,th  that  of  memory.  In  matters  beyond  the  schol- 
ar s  reasoning  powers,  teachers  should  give  their  dictum  but 
rarely  will  a  question  be  asked,  the  answer  to  which  is  be 
yond  the  comprehension  of  the  pupil.  Often  an  apparently 
simple  word  is  the  key  to  the  understanding  of  a  paragraph, 
and  the  teacher  should  f5nd  out  whether  the  child  has  the 
Idea.  Treat  the  pupils  like  thinking  beings,  and  not  like 
parrots. 

^  At  this  point  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  express  our 
satisfaction  with  a  majority  of  our  teachers  for  their  zealous 
eftorts  to  keep  pace  with  the  times,  and  the  judicious  man- 
lier in  which  they  have  accepted  saggestions,  adopted  new 
ideas  and  executed  their  plans. 

UNGKADED  SCHOOLS. 
The  Ungraded  Schools  have  had  a  successful  year; 
some  of  them  being  eminently  satisfactory  in  their  pvcxn-ess 
and  present  condition.    Very  few  changes  of  teachers  Lve 
been  made  during  the  year,  aud  only  when  the  welfare  of 
the  schools  demanded  a  cha  nge,  or  the  resignation  of  a  teach- 
er necessitated  a  new  appointment.    In  four  instances  a  se- 
rious break  in  the  term's  work  was  threatened  by  the  resig- 
nation of  the  teachers,  because  of  failing  health,  in  the  midlt 
of  the  tern.  ;  but  equally  good  instructors  were  immediately 
tound  to  fill  the  yacancies,  without  detriment  or  loss  of  time 
to  the  schools. 

Two  of  this  class  of  schools  suffer  for  lack  of  numbers 
the  Duncklee  Hill  and  Abbott.  An  attempt  was  made 
during  the  year  to  unite  these  two  schools  ;  but  owin<.  to  the 
objections  of  the  parents,  it  proved  futile.  We  cannot  but 
believe  that  such  a  union  would  prove  decidedlv  beneficial  to 
the  scholars  and  trust  that  a  thoughtful  consid;ration  of  the 
subject  will  in  the  near  futur<|  lead  to  better  success  in  such 
an  attempt ;  for  the  small  number  of  pupils  in  each  school 
prevents  that  emulation  which  is  beneficial,  and  disheartens 
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even  the  best  of  teachers  or  causes  them  to  seek  new  fields 
for  teaching  at  the  first  opportunity  ;  also  the  necessary  ex- 
penditure is  entirely  out  of  proportion. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 
The  Primary  Schools  have  done  good  work  the  past 
year  and  their  present  condition  is  quite  satisfactory.  Sew- 
ing was  introduced  in  these  two  schools  as  an  experiment, 
with  gratifying  results. 

The  Intermediate  School  has  not  lacked  for  numbers, 
but  on  the  other  hand  has  been  too  full,  having  an  average 
number  of  about  sixty,  more  than  an  average  teacher  can 
handle.  Hereafter  the  number  probably  will  not  be  so  large. 
The  class  that  passed  out  of  this  school  was  not  so  well  pre- 
pared as  we  desired  ;  but  as  it  was  impossible  to  increase 
the  number  in  this  school,  the  best  fitted  were  allowed  to 
pass  on  and  the  poorer  placed  with  the  remaining  classes. 
At  the  present  time  the  two  classes  have  a  better  foundation 
upon  which  to  build. 

The  Grammar  School  is  the  weakest  part  of  our  school 
system,  whereas  it  ought  to  be  the  strongest.  This  is  noth- 
ing new,  as  a  great  lack  of  perfection  has  existed  here  for 
a  good  while,  and  in  our  opinion  will  continue  to  until  such 
a  salary  can  be  paid  as  will  secure  the  right  instructor. 
What  this  school  needs  is  a  teacher  thoroughly  familiar  with 
the  best  means  of  instruction  ;  who  knows  a  great  deal  more 
than  is  required  to  be  taught ;  one  who  possesses  a  wide 
range  of  knowledge  with  varied  resources  and  methods,  and 
skill  in  the  use  of  the  same  ;  one,  also,  who  is  a  good  disci- 
plinarian. 

By  making  the  teacher's  position  of  this  school  a  salaried 
one,  as  is  done  in  the  next  higher  grade,  and  making  that 
salary  large  enough  to  be  an  inducement  for  the  right  one 
to  accept  the  place,  the  standard  both  of  qualification  and 
service  would  be  much  higher  than  it  is.  The  last  term 
witnessed  a  marked  improvement  in  dicipline. 
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The  High  School  has  had  the  services  of  the  excellent 
teachers  of  the  preceding  year,  and  those  most  conversant 
with  the  aff^iirs  of  this  school  must  feel  gratified  with  its 
good  intellectnal  status  and  fine  discipline. 

A  class,  eleven  in  number,  graduated  in  June,  all  hav- 
ing pursued  the  English  course.

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the  Dictionaries  and  other  refereDce  books  belonging  to  the 
school.  The  Abbott  School  has  been  supplied  with 
an  excellent  Globe  ;  the  West  Primary  School  with  an  Illus- 
trated Chart ;  the  East  Primary  School  with  a  Tobacco 
Chart ;  the  Grammar  School  with  a  Globe  ;  and  the  scholars 
and  teacher  of  this  school  with  others  interested,  raised 
funds  during  the  Fall  term  and  placed  in  the  school  the 
Young  Folks'  Cyclopaedia,  an  Unabridged  Dictionary  and 
a  few  other  books  of  reference. 

In  all  the  Scho(rls  a  systematic  course  of  instruction 
has  been  given  in  Physiology,  Hygiene  and  the  effects  of 
stimulants  and  narcotics  on  the  human  system. 

REPAIRS. 

All  necessary  repairs  have  been  made.  Early  in  the 
year  the  water  came  into  the  basement  of  the  High  School 
building  so  much  as  to  necessitate  the  laying  of  a  drain. 
Valves  were  attached  to  the  steam  pipes  in  each  room  and 
one  of  the  radiators  had  to  be  changed,  all  of  which  created 
quite  a  bill  of  expense. 

The  fence  about  the  Grammar  School  grounds  is  in  a 
very  dilapidated  condition,  especially  on  the  West  side. 
A  new  fence  ought  to  replace  the  old  one  the  coming  year. 
Some  of  the  School  houses  ought  to  be  painted  and  one  or 
two  shingled.

SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


 OF  THE  

Trustees  of  Milf  ord  Free  Library. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Milf  or d:— 

In  accordance  with  established  custom,  the  Trustees 
present  their  seventeenth  annual  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  Free  Library  for  the  year  1884-5. 

The  Board  organized  by  choosing  Clinton  S.  Averill, 
President  and  Dexter  S.  Burnhain,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  March,  the  town  made  the 
usual  appropriation  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  for  the  support 
of  the  Library,  The  amount  received  from  fines  has  been 
$18.45  ;— from  sale  of  Catalogues, $9. 10  ;— balance  in  hands 
of  Treasurer  from  old  account  88  cents,  making  a  total  of 
$328.43 

There  has    been  paid    for  current  expenses  of  the 
Library,  $151.81      for  purchase  of  new  books  $131.35 
for  periodicals,  $22.00,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  of  $23.27 

There  has  been  added  to  the  Library,  twelve  volumes 
of  periodicals  bound  or  to  be  bound  for  permanent  use  ;— 
one  hundred  and  thirty  six  volumes  by  purchase  ;— seventeen 
bound  and  twenty  one  pamphlet  volumes  by  donation. 
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The  number  cf  persons  taking  out  books  in  January 
1885  was  1092. 

The  books  taken  out  for  the  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1885, 
was  equal  to  one  volume  10,133  times.  Seventy  two  cards 
were  surrendered  during  the  year. 

LIBRAKIAN  AND  LIBRARY  HOURS. 

Mr.  Albert  A.  Cochran  has  continued  to  hold  the  office 
of  Librarian  during  the  year,  and  has  discharged  the  duties 
of  the  office  acceptably,  and  has  been  efficiently  assisted  by 
Mrs.  Cochran. 

The  hours  for  the  reception  and  delivery  of  books  has 
remained  unchanged,  and  are  from  two  to  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays  ;  and  from 
seven  to  nine  o'clock  Saturday  evenings.

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CONCLUSION. 

A  supplemental  Catalogue  of  the  new  volumes  added 
during  the  year  has  been  prepared  and  published.  This 
with  the  Catalogue  and  other  supplements  heretofore  pub- 
lished gives  a  complete  list  of  all  the  books  on  the  shelves 
of  the  Library,  and  it  would  greatly  facilitate  the  delivery 
of  books  and  save  time,  if  each  patron  of  the  Library 
would  purchase  these  and  prepare  a  memorandum  of  books 
wanted,  at  home,  instead  of  depending  upon  the  Library 
Catalogue  and  making  selections  at  the  Library. 

In  the  last  report  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  Library  had  outgrown  its  present  quarters  and  that  the 
convenience  and  comfort  of  the  large  number  who  use  it  de- 
mand better  accomodations.  The  need  is  more  imperative 
now  than  it  was  a  year  ago.  Next  to  our  schools  in  impor- 
tance as  an  educator  comes  the  Public  Library,  and  it  is 
fitting  and  appropriate  that  it  should  have  attractive  and 
commodious  quarters. 

"A  taste  for  books  is  the  pleasure  and  glory  of  my 
life.  I  would  not  exchange  it  for  the  glory  of  the  Indies" 
wrote  Gibbon. 

"If  the  crowns  of  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  empire  were 
laid  down  at  my  feet  in  exchange  for  my  books,  and  my  love 
of  reading,  I  would  spurn  them  all"  are  the  words  of 
Fenelon. 

Sir  John  Herschell  says,  "Give  a  man  this  taste 
(for  good  books,)  and  the  means  of  gratifying  it,  and 
you  can  hardly  fail  of  making  a  happy  man.  You  place 
him  in  contact  with  the  best  society  in  every  period  of 
history — with  the  wisest,  the  wittiest,  the  tenderest,  the 
bravest  and  the  purest  characjers  who  have  adorned  human- 
ity. You  make  him  a  denizen  ol  all  nations,  a  contempo- 
rary of  all  ages." 

"Do  you  want  to  know  how  I  manage  to  talk  to 
you  in  this  simple  Saxon?  I  will  tell  you.    I  read  Bunyan, 
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Crusoe,  and  Goldsmith  when  I  was  a  boy,  morning,  no(vn 
and  night.  All  the  rest  was  task  work  ;  these  were  my 
delight,  with  stories  of  the  Bible,  and  with  Shakespeare, 
when  at  last  the  mighiy  master  came  within  our  doors. 
These  were  like  a  well  of  pure  water,  and  this  is  the  first 
step  I  seem  to  have  taken  of  my  own  free  will  toward  the 
pulpit."  This  is  the  view  Robert  Collyer  takes  of  the  value 
of  books. 

The  town  has  done  well  in  establishing  a  Public  Library 
and  maintaining  it  for  seventeen  years.  It  has  prospered  and 
grown  until  it  demands  enlarged  and  better  accomodations. 
Let  us  respond  to  the  demand  by  providing  such  as  are 
commensurate  with  its  importance.
